DEBRIS BURNING PERMITS 
REQUIRED AT ALL TIMES 
Permits ‘are required to burn 
debris outdoors at all times as a 
result of a change in State outdoor 
burning laws made during the last 
session of the Legislature. 
According to George Bourassa, 
Supérvisor of Forest Fire Control 
for the Maine Forest Service, it is 
no longer legal to burn debris out- 


doors ‘without a permit between freshments, Please stop by, if only, 


the hours of 5:00 p, m, and mid- 
night or-avhen the’ ground is cov- 
ered by snow. “The new law was 
passed primarily through the urg- 
ing of several towns to cut down 
on the number of false alarms 
where fire fighters and equipment 
were dispatched to whit was ac- 
tually a legal, controlled fire,” 
Bounassa said. 

Debris includes thotisehold rub- 
bish, leaves, demolition waste and 
manufactured products. Outdoor 
incinenators may be used provided 
that.an Incinerator Approval Form 
is obtained from ithe local fire 
chief, town warden or Maine For- 
est Service Ranger. Open burning 
of any kind must not be allowed

NEWS FROM ADULT 
AND COMMUNITY EDUCATION 
=—M. S. A.D. #44 
With the arrival of 1982, and the 
turn of thoughts to budgetary mvat- 
ters, the S.A.D. 44 Adult and Com- 
munity Education program again 
“asks for the help of interested ci- 
tizens in supporting the cause of 
federal funding for adult educa- 


‘ tion by writing to Senators Mitch- 


ell and Cohen, and to Representia- 
tives Snowe iand Emery, to ask 
that they oppose the 41% cut in 
federal funds for adult basic edu- 
cation. This cut would devastate 
Gurrent efforts to combat illitera- 
cy across the nation, and partic- 
ularly in rural states such as 
Maine. In S.A.D. 44 the federal 
grant for adult basie education 
services for the current year is 
$2,800, which allows a small num- 
ber of adult students who are 
learning to read to be tutored at 

“home, Competition for adult basic 
education funds in Maine was dif- 
fieult last year, with several ru- 
nal progratns being eliminated al- 
together. It is only logical that; if 
a 41% cut is passed, the decreased 
funds will go to the city programs, 
with full-time slaff and larger stu- 
dent loads, rather than to the 
smaller rural programs. The Maine 
Congressional delegation needs to 
know constituents’ feelings on such 
programs, and letters do matter! 
It should be noted that, because of 
the successful expression of sup- 
port at the state level last year, 
state funding for adult high school 
completion programs and general 
enrichment courses will be in- 
creased in FY 83,

‘words; ‘be able to read a ruler; be 
able to read a ‘map; be able to 
find information ina dictionary or 
encyclopedia; use a card file in 
a library; have a knowledge of 
drugs and alcohol and general 
health; be able to. write correctly; 
have regular attendance; be re- 
com- 
spleting tasks; speak well and cor- 
rectly; understand money mat- 
‘ters; have self-vorth and self es- 
teem; and have a working know- 
ledge of consumerism; and, ex- 
hibit good citizenship. 

These graduation proficiences at 
first glance appear to be unangu- 
able, and sound remarkably simi- 
Yar to. a political platfonm. These 
graduation proficiences, however, 
are very different from a ‘politici- 
an’s platitudes because, ultimately, 
the students of S.A.D, 44 will be 
requiied-‘to measure up to these 
standards. Consequently, these ap- 
parently unarguable goals promise 
to genenate a tremendous amount 
of debate among faculty members, 
the Board of Directors, and, in all 
likelihood, the community. For, 
while it is easy to state that a 
high school graduate should be 
responsible, it is very difficult to 
define precisely what a student 
must do to demonstrate “responsi- 
bility’. Indeed, the proposed gnad- 
wation standards outlined above 
include several subjective goals. 
Furthermore, another issue, 
granting diplomas to special edu- 
‘cation students must be addressed 
jn developing graduation profici- 
ences. Thus, these seemingly un- 
arguable goals will generate many 
hours of discussion. 

Reaching consensus on the goals 
for students in grades K thru 8 
was a difficult process. Nearly 
eight weeks of debate by the Aca- 
demic Standards Steering Com- 
mittee preceded a presentation 
of the goals and standards to the 
faculties and Board of Directors. of 
S.A.D, 44, Following that presen- 
tation, another four to six weeks 
of delibenation ensued. Thus, 
nearly three months of debate and 
discussion ‘was required before 
consensus could be reached on the 
standards for kindergarten thru 
eighth grade. Debate on gradua- 
tion standards has just begun, If 
you have any thoughts regarding 
these proposed graduation stan- 
dards, please share your ideas 
with a member of the Board of 
Dizeotora, with Warren Bouchard, 
Telstar Regional High School 
Principal, or any member of the 
High School staff, It is important 
that you be heard as Telstar at- 
tempts to develop a set of expec- 
tations for its gnadwaltes. 


TAILGATING HIGHWAY PLOWS 


CAN BE DANGEROUS 

flaildating ‘highway snowplows 
can ‘cause serious accidents, a 
Maine Department of Transporta- 
tion official warns, adding that 
safety on winter roads is a joint 
responsibility of motorists and 
plow operators. 

Alden G. Small, Director of MD 
OT’s Bureau of Maintenance und 
Operations, cautions drivers thiat 
vehidles following snowplows too 
closely can be hidden from the 
plow operator’s view, creating a 
potentially datigerous situation. 
“Tailgating a snowplow cat also 
result in gand and salt being 
spread by the truck flying onto 
your vehicle,” he cautions. 

Small continues: ‘Motorists 
must be extra careful because 
plow operators must concentrate 
simultaneously on a tiumber of 
complicated maneuvers: adjusting 
the plow, the wing, saddirig and 
salting equipment, truck speed 
and Steetiig while driving safely, 
watching for teriain changes ré- 
quiring plow adjustments, and 
watching othet motorists.” 

“If you itist pass a snowplow,” 
Small says, “first drive where the 
plow operator can see you, ‘wait 
until no other cars are coming to- 
ward you, move into the left lane 
and accelerate slowly. The plow 
will slow dowii so you Gan pass 
and retiiri to dhe tight Iarie safe- 
ly. Plow operators will also slow 
Salt and sand spreaders whetiever 
‘possible so thosé materials will 
net be thrown needlessly against 
‘your car. 

Small explains that plows com- 
ing toward motorists are probably 
a foot or So over the center line 
into the opposite late becatise, 
““inless thie plow aréas overlap, 
enw Cat Témait in the center of 
the road.’ He totes that plows 
méeting vehicles will pull back 
into their owt lanes to perinit on- 
coming traffic to pass. by. 

Small says motorists should be 
alert to snow plows in the left- 
hand Jane of multilane highways

SOLAR HOUSE SHADING 

The warming rays of the sun 
are most welcome in the solar 
home during the colder months, 
but they con create an uncomfort- 
able situation during the summer 
and fhe milder months of spring 
and fall. 

Since the large expanse of 
glass on. the south wall of the 
typical solar home admits a 
great deal of solar radiation 
year round, it is important that 
steps be taken in the design and 
construction of the dwelling fo 
control summer sunlight. This is 
usually done by some means of 
shading such as awnings, roof 
overhang, sun screens and land- 
scaping, 


These are effective to varying af 


degrees, tard the effectiveness of 
any depends. upon how well it 
keeps out the summer sun, 


Roof Overhang 
In aay well designed passive so- 
lar home, the knowledgeable build- 
er/architect incorporates a hori- 
zontal roof overhang just above 
the glass area of the south wall. 
The roof overhang is generally re- 
garded as one of the simplest 
means of shading the south-facing 
glass ‘wall in summer when. the 
sun is high overhead. “Sometimes 
the overhang is constructed to tilt 
upwards slightly, and this is even 
more effective because it will not 
only shade the glass wall in sum- 
mer but will serve as a reflector 
in winter to pour more solar nadia. : 
tion into the building's interior. 
Adjustable overhangs may be 
better solutions to summer shad-. 
ing because they ¢an be regu- 
lated for seasonal variations of 
solar radiation, but such over- 
hangs are more expensive be- 
cause of the additional handware 
and controls necessary to make 
them, adjustable. 


A simpler varlation of the ' ad- 
justable overhang is a trellis with 
déciduous vines that. have leaves 
in the spring and summer but 
shed them in the fall and winter 
so that the sun’s rays can warm 
the building’s interior svhéen 
warmth ig needed. When. a vine- 
covered trellis overhang is used, 
it is nécessary 16 trim the vines 
periodically so that they do not 
grow too thick and block off the 
winter. sin.

movable panels. While these are 
easy to operate and maintain, they 
are not as. effective as the over- 
hang ‘and often block daylight and 
limit the view from the inside 
the building, 
Though the glass. area of the 
south wall requires proper shad- 
ing in the summer, shading of 
window areas on the east and 
west sides of the building is just 
‘as important. While overhangs 
can help shade the east and west 
sides of a structure, properly 
situated frees and shrubs should 
also be used to block the low 
morning summer sun as well as 
the later afternoon rays. Other 
suitable means of shading east 
and west glass areas are awn- 
ings, vertical louvers and exteri- 
or curtains that can be raised 
and lowered. 

A number of factors, such us 
practicality, esthetic appearance 
and price will affect the selection 
of the shading method. The really 
important thing is to provide ade- 
qttate shading SO that spring and 
summer heat gain will be limited 
mainly to that conducted through 
the walls and roof of the struc-

POLICE ADVISE OF STEPS 
FOR SAFE WINTER DRIVING 
The Maine State Police advise 


of some steps to safer winter driv- Mrs 


ing for motorists who may have 
problems coping with. the seasonal 


road conditions. : 

“Reduced visibility and inade- 
quate, tnaction provide the most 
trouble for motorists during this 
time of year,” said Colonel Allan 
H. Weeks, chief of the Maine State 
Police. 

Col. Weeks listed the following: 
steps to safer winter driving: 

-—A motorist should get the 
“feel” of the road with the vehicle 
when starting out, or when con- 
ditions change, This is done by 
accelerating carefully to sce if the 
wheels spin, or of braking gently 
to sce if the vehicle slides. After 
finding the skid point, reduce 
speed and extend the following 
distance accordingly, 

~—Note how the brakes operate. 
Water, overnight moisture or the | 
need for ddjustment can cause 
slipping, grabbing brakes that can 
result in loss of control 

—In addition, the state police ad- 
vise increased following distances 
when _ conditions deteriorate, 
“pumping” brakes to slow or stop, 
using snow tires with good treads, 
and keeping the windshicld and 
windows clear.

sénger(s) will be safer from in- 
jury if seat belts and harnesses 
provided for extra protection are 
used,” said Weeks. !
